Claims 13-32 are allowed. 

With respect to claim 1 3, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: There is no prior art available or obvious motivation to combine elements of 
prior art which teach forming a dual damascene conductive via bar within said second 
interconnect level and integral with and extending from a bottom surface of one of said 
multiplicity of said second dual damascene conductive wires and a top surface of one of 
said multiplicity of said first dual damascene conductive wires, said dual damascene 
conductive via bar having a lengthy extending in a lengthwise direction greater than a 
width extending in a width wise direction . 
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With respect to claim 25, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: There is no prior art available or obvious motivation to combine elements of 
prior art, which teach forming a via bar opening in said dielectric layer said via bar 
opening having a length grater than its width, said length and width of said via bar 
opening extending in said plane defined by said top surface of and dielectric layer; 
etching a first trench in said dielectric layer said first trench aligned to said via bar 
opening said first trench extending from said top surface of said dielectric layer toward a 
bottom surface of said dielectric layer a distance less than a thickness of said dielectric
